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DEIjRTOCK in t})e United State*:. Di’. I)SLuU?XK allegedly v;as employed 
at an atomic ener^ry plant in America. Subject could not indontify 
the location of t he plant. Subject also stated that Dr. HENRY had 
given lectures at many universities in the United States but could 
not remember the n.aines of the universities. Dr. HENRY is allegdely 
a cousin of fnu UARBACK v/ho is or v/as connected with the German 
Merchant Marine. Subject concluded with a statement to the effect 
that he believed Dr. HENRY was working for t he Communists but gave 
no reason for the allegation.

9 IvIOMliSEN v;ent with 670 Hod to a rendevous where MOMEISEN vouched 
for subject, and 870 Red consequently released subject. At 1845 
hours 17 March 1954j 070 Red notified CIO that subject had been 
released and indicated that subject was an 3DU agent. 



7* At 0930 hours 18 March 1954 > 070 Red contacted CIC 
and asked whether they were still in possession of an A.ktennotiz 
which subject indicated he had given to KIEFER. CIC replied in the 
affirmative and surrendered the documents 

0. On 18 March 195^ j KUECHLER discussed the incident 
with 870 Red in an effort to clarify details. KUECHLER ’s account 
of the incident substantiated 070 Red s account with the follov/ing 
exceptions or additions: 

a. After Frau AHRENS called Dr. HENRY concerning the visit of 
the unidentified man allegedly sent by Dr. ?H*^NRY, Dr. HENRY' called 
Helmut 0HL3RSCHT a.nd requested information concerning the incident. 

b. OHLBRECHT intended to have the unknown nan investigated and 

to facilitate the invos t igation, OHLBRECHT presumably instructed 
subject to notify 670 at- GCI5 that he (OKlBRECHT) planned a- meeting 
for 18 March 1954 1030 hours at, the resturant ULKE which is 

located at the coi-ner of Gtierstrasse and Hauptstrasse . OHLBRECHT 
intended that the unid ontif ied m:a,n, vSubject, Frau A.HRENS and O'/O 
would bo present. 

c. According to C-' KUECHTA'R, a n;'-:eting is still to take place 
between the unident if ie d man and Frau AIIRENB, A reporjr of the 
meeting will be made by Frau AliREItB to subject.
